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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


To the Board of School Directors and Citizens of Strafford: 


This report is for the school year from July 1, 1941 to 
June 30, 1942, and is a part of the report of the Board of 
School Directors required by law. 


Three schools with a total of five teachers and 91 pu- 
pils have been maintained for thirty-five weeks. The aver- 
age enrollment was 84 pupils and the average daily attend- 
ance 76.46. The average cost for elementary pupils was 
$69.18. The average cost for 20 resident high school pupils 
enrolled in other districts was $72.50. The average teach- 
er’s salary was $604.80. Seventeen pupils were transported 
at an average cost of $19.37. 


A review of pupil progress shows that of the 91 enroll- 
ed in the elementary schools, 69 were promoted one or more 
grades, seven were promoted one grade conditionally, nine 
were not promoted, and six transferred to other schools 
outside the town. Pupils graduated from the eighth grade 
were: Ruth Gilman, Walter Olsen, Josephine Whitaker, 
Gilbert Varney, Stanley T. Redlon, Jean Rhodes, Mae 
Smith, Kenneth Doyle and Dwayne Durkee. 


The school buildings have had excellent care. The in- 
terior walls and ceilings of all of them were painted and 
the playground apparatus put in working order. Only minor 
repairs should be needed to keep them in excellent condi- 
tion. Vision and hearing tests were conducted by teachers 
and parents of children with defects notified. Thirty-one 
pupils were examined at a dental clinic. Health work of 
this nature is appreciated and should be continued, if pos- 
sible. The standard graduation examinations given at the 
close of the school year showed that the class of nine eighth 
grade pupils was especially well prepared in all of the 
school subjects. It is hoped that whatever sacrifices the 
people are called to make in the war effort will not interfere 
with the good work of the school. 


I am grateful to the School Directors, parents, teach- 
ers and townspeople for their support.

For the information of your taxpayers, the customary 
annual statement is presented for your town report. 


Payments of Old Age Assistance to persons 
applying from your town amounted to $2,018.50 
during the year January 1, 1942, to December 31, 
1942. 


The number of recipients in December, 1942, 
was 9. 


As this program touches every community and many 
persons, we believe the public should know the following 
facts: 


The increase in the cost of food, fuel, rents and ser- 
vices constitutes a serious problem to persons dependent 
on small fixed allowances and has been the cause of much 
concern to the Old Age Assistance Department which is re- 
sponsible for the welfare of about 5,400 aged individuals 
now receiving assistance. In addition, there are some 500 
eligible applicants who cannot yet be helped because suffi- 
cient state funds are not available. 


The resources of this department and its ability to 
make grants are determined by the state appropriation 
which is matched by federal funds. The Legislature, con- 
scious of the needs of the aged citizens of the state, has fre- 
quently given favorable consideration to this problem. The 
expenses of administering the program have been the low- 
est of any state in the Union on a comparable basis. 


The advice and council of local officials and interested 
persons have been very valuable and are gratefully acknow- 
ledged.

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THE SALE OF WAR BONDS IN VERMONT 


To the People of Strafford: 


During the past year the people of the State of Ver- 
mont have purchased $18,000,000 worth of War Savings 
Bonds. This represents an investment of approximately 
$50 for every man, women and child in the State. 


Vermonters were able to buy $18,000,000. worth of 
bonds last year mostly because 410 industrial and mercan- 
tile establishments throughout the state have provided a 
means whereby their employees can buy bonds on an in- 
stallment basis.

There are 
thousands of people throughout the State of Vermont who 
have not yet bought a bond, people who can and should buy 
them. 


When you read this town report and realize that you 
manage your own town affairs because this is a free coun- 
try, just ask yourself, “Am I putting enough into this war 
effort to insure a continuance of freedom?” If you are not, 
then make plans to start buying stamps and bonds at once. 
Make a regular, definite commitment to buy systematically. 


Only in that way can you derive the full advantage of hav- 
ing such an investment offered you. Only in this way can 


our Government derive the benefit of your money NOW. 


Our President says, “We fight to retain a great past 
.... We fight to gain a greater future.” Do your part 
by buying bonds.
